This AMENDMENT No. 1 is entered into by and between the 
Government of the United States of America, acting through the United States Agency 
for International Development ("US AID") and the Government of the REPUBLIC OF 
INDONESIA, acting through the Coordinating Ministry of People's Welfare 
("Grantee"). 

WHEREAS, the Grantee and USAID entered into a Strategic Objective 
Grant Agreement for Higher Quality Basic Human Services Utilized in Indonesia 
(The Grant Agreement) on August 30, 2004, whereby USAID granted to the Grantee 
up to Thirty Three Million Five Hundred Forty Four Thousand Fifty Two United 
States Dollars and Seventy Eight Cents ($33,544,052.78). 

WHEREAS, USAID desires to further amend the Grant Agreement to provide an 
additional increment of USAID Grant financing in the amount of Forty Three 
Million Four Hundred Sixty Two Thousand Six Hundred Eighty Five United 
States ("U.S.") Dollars ($43,462,685) and make related changes in the Budget 
Summary to the Grant Agreement.

1 (a) of the Grant Agreement is revised by 
changing the words and figures "Forty Four Million United States ("U.S.") Dollars 
($44;000,000)" to read "Seventy Seven Million Six Thousand Seven Hundred 
Thirty Seven United States ("U.S.") Dollar and Seventy-Eight Cents 
($77,006,737.78). 

2. Article 3: Section 3.1 (b) of the Grant Agreement is revised by 
changing the words and figures "Two Hundred Thirty Six Million United States 
("U.S.") Dollars ($236,000,000)" to read "Two Hundred Thirty Six Million Four 
Hundred Twenty Nine Thousand United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($236,429,000).
